ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


The planning area is in St. Louis City and St. Louis County. The geography of this 
area is defined by two Interstates (64 and 44) and the River Des Peres. 


The area is made up of portions of South City, South County and Mid-County 
deaneries. There are 17 territorial parishes and one oratory. Currently there are 20 
diocesan priests and one Parish Life Coordinator assigned to this group. 


There are six elementary schools on nine parish campuses in this planning area. 


Clusters of parishes and church buildings are a short distance from each other. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS STABLE DEMOGRAPHICALLY WITH 
A DECLINING CATHOLIC POPULATION 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 2% from 2010. 


The number of renters and single people living alone is much higher than average. 
¢ 41% of households are renters compared to 31% for the diocese as a whole. 
¢« 40% of households are single people living alone compared to 30% for the diocese as a whole. 


24% of the population is registered Catholic, which is greater than the 
archdiocesan average of 18%. 


Median household income in the area is $60,579, similar to the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS DECLINING 


The six elementary schools in this planning area enrolled 1,608 children in 2021, 
down 20% from 5 years ago. Only two schools, Holy Cross and St. Gabriel, have 
more than 200 students; all other schools have less than 200. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 1,503. 


The four schools with less than 200 students draw heavily from students outside 
of their parish boundaries, with more than 50% coming from outside of the 
parishes’ boundaries. 


There were 297 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 30% from 5 years earlier.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ Founded in 1941, St. Joan of Arc is ona 
prominent location on Hampton Avenue. This 
is a parish of just under 900 households. 


Having operated a school since the parish’s 
founding, in 2018, joined with Our Lady of 
Sorrows to form South City Catholic Academy 
with the merged school on the St. Joan of Arc 
campus. The parish also supports the South 
City Catholic Academy Learning Center. 


The parish church was completed in 1957 
and seats 600. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ St. Joan of Arc’s parish area has transitioned over the decades from family 
homes and elderly, to a very young and frequently unchurched demographic. 


¢ The number of parishioner households are declining though baptisms remain 
strong. Though South City Catholic Academy was the answer to declining 
enrollment, parishioner children enrolled in the school has continued to 
decline. 


¢ Parish investment in the school has been brought within acceptable levels 
and reserves have remained steady though not large. 


OUR PARISH AREA HAS BEEN ATTRACTING YOUNG SINGLE AND 
MARRIED PEOPLE BECAUSE OF AFFORDABLE HOUSING 


¢ Population in the area is stable, though being slightly more diverse as the 
percent of the white population has declined to 81%. 


* Generally, the area is very attractive to young people with many smaller 
starter homes. 
24% of the population is age 25-34 
44% of the households are a single person living alone. 
34% of households are renters. 


¢ Median household income is $59,400 which is just at the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700. 


* 31% of the resident population is Catholic which is well above the 
archdiocesan average of 18%. This used to be a much more Catholic area 
but young primarily unchurched people have moved into the area.
